computing device, wherein structuring said data set includes expanding said recurrence 
event from the single database record; conversely, if a filter is not required to satisfy 
said request: creating a data set that is stored in the memory of the computing device 
related to said recurrence event consisting of filtered items, recurrence events, and 
exceptions; and structuring said data set of filtered items, recurrence events, and 
exceptions for display on the computing device, wherein structuring said data set 
includes expanding said recurrence event from the single database record as recited in 
claim 1 and 13
